Then indeed would the 
schools be in politics and be forced 
to become agencies of indo ctrina­ 
tion. 
The chancellor declared that no 
distinction would be draw n be­ 
tw een w hat a university faculty 
m em ber may do w ith pro priety as 
a faculty m em ber and as a priv­ 
ate citizen. 
“For exam ple,” he

A ty pical message came from 
Robert C. Rice, chairman of the 
New London, Conn., chapter of the 
Red Cross.

It 
picked up the ocean bodily and hurled thousands 
oi tons of water upon towns and cities. 
There is something supernatural about the hur­ 
ricane—a rough child of the ocean—a burly, bois­ 
terous marauder—preying upon human life, and 
making sport of the works of man. It has seemed 
the devastated portions of New England have 
borne more than their share of disaster in the 
form of floods and storms. Two years ago in early 
spring much of that same section embraced in the 
Connecticut river valley and in New York state 
suffered heavily from floods. There is no protec­ 
tion from hurricanes but as a nation the country 
i.s learning more and more that the toll of un- 
seasonal rains in flooded communities, inundated 
industrial communities, loss of life, and loss of 
property can be lessened, or eliminated entirely. 
As a rigid business proposition, the damage which 
runs into many, many millions of dollars, disrupt­ 
ing business and commerce, prostrating communi­ 
ties, places a far greater burden upon the nation 
than a program of long planning and extended 
development to take charge of these unruly 
streams. Along the Connecticut valley two years 
ago, as one item. 159 bridges, ranging in cost from 
a few thousand dollars to more than 2’i million 
were taken out in the floods of that spring. Hun­ 
dreds of factories were flooded and buildings and 
machinery damaged. It not only was a hurricane 
that hit New England ferociously Wednesday but 
flooded streams swollen by days of constant rain­ 
fall. 
Fortunately that child of the ocean comes only 
at rare intervals. When he comes from out of the 
South Atlantic and deserts the ocean for the land, 
the consequences are appalling. This hurricane 
produced a barometcric reading almost unpre­ 
cedented in its intensity.

Yesterday, I warned you of the 
peril involved in allowing autum­ 
nal weed-or-grass seeds to become 
imbedded in your dog’s eyes. To­ 
day I want to speak of another 
autumn pest that is a menace to 
your long-haired dog’s beauty and 
health. 
I mean the innumerable 
burrs of every kind, from “beg- 
garlice” to burdock, which bristle 
unnoticed 
in 
woodlands 
and 
meadows. 
You take your dog for a hike, 
in September or October. 
Home 
he comes with perhaps a hundred 
burrs, big or little, tangled in his 
coat. 
Too many (log owners pay 
no heed to these pests, perhaps 
on the principle that it is the dog’s 
own problem. 
And trouble sets 
in. 
The burrs work deeper and 
deeper into the coat, forming the 
nucleus of snarled lumps of hair. 
The pestered animal sometimes 
tugs frantically with his teeth at 
such of these lumps as he can 
reach. Out he yanks them; along 
with bunches of hair and often 
with a patph of skin as well. 
Even if he endures their presence, 
they make a sorry mess of his 
coat. 
Go over your dog, daily, for 
burrs, in autumn. Don’t rip them 
out with hard strokes of a comb. 
If you do, much of his coat will 
come away with them. 
Work 
them out carefully, by hand, one 
by one. till all are gone.

If the facts related are true, there is no gain 
for labor in them. There is a loss—a loss of pub­ 
lic confidence and sympathy. Such tactics only 
disgust people, arouse their anger and contempt, 
and work untold injury to the cause of labor. No 
more than capital can labor afford to alienate the 
American public, of which it is a part, and cmly

The right of labor to organize has been provided 
in law and established in the Courts. The right of 
labor to bargain collectively has been established 
as a legal principle, both by legislation and by 
decision of the United States Supreme court. 
But there is no writ of law which confers upon 
men who leave a job a right to attack another 
who takes it up, and to injure him. There is no 
writ of law which gives a man, or men who leave 
a job, the right to practice violence, or to inter­ 
fere with the orderly processes of orderly people. 
There is a writ of law which says that a man who 
wants to work can work under any conditions that 
he sees fit, and the quicker misguided labor lead­ 
ers recognize that, the quicker they 
will improve 
their position with the public.

To make the point clear, I quote my exact words, as follow s:

quent occasion— to a Rose Bow l invitation. 
I hope this makes matters clear to my interrogator, as it should 
be perfectly plain that what I actually did was to “ seriously question’ 


that the council ever would have aught to do with a Pasadena bid 
In other words, I was giving expression to my personal judgment 


• 4 to what the council might do in certain circumstances. 


True, I may have been guilty of a misjudgment. but I shall 


stand pat on my opinion and take my medicine without com­ 
plaining If and when the time ever comes that a Pasadena in v i­ 
tation beckons the Cornhuskers and the council, by accepting, 


proves 1 was wrong. 


T 
h a t judgment— or misjudgment, if anyone prefers to so brand it— 


has the background of precedent, as H’s a matter of record that 


the Rose Bow l bid actually came to Nebraska during the 1914-’15 
regime of the late Jum bo Stiehm. when the Cornhuskers were all- 
victorious, and was politely declined by the athletic council of that 


period. 
On that occasion, the Nebraska council, realizing that to make 
public its declination 
might embarrass the 
Pasadena 
committee, 
pursued a policy of complete silence, but no harm attaches to re­ 


stating the facts at this late day. 
Now for a second straw to indicate in which direction the wind 


is blowing:
